which was introduc'd, of permitting, on cer- 
tain Occaſions, ſet Combats. And our Kings, 
animated by ſo powerful an Example, have 
taken Care, from Time to Time, to cauſe new 
Edicts to be publiſh'd againſt this wicked At- 
tempt : But, alas! the Multitude of Remedies 
have exaſperated the Diſtemper inſtead of ap- 
bi peaſing it; the Laws have been violated with 
| | Iniquity, and, the Prohibitions have ſerv d but 
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State, they ownd..n 
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to add Inſolence to the Crime. 


Sir, Certainly there was never ſo dangerous 
an Injuſtice, nor ſo ſtrange an Overthrow of 
good Maxims, as when the French, thro' a 
phantaſtical Conceit, and a falſe Idea they 
conceiv d of Vertne, join d Glory to the Fury 
of Duels : This barbarous Action has been con- 
demnd by the whole Church: The Council of

gather d but from the Stalk of Vertue : And as 
Kings give Proofs of their Courage, when, ac- 
cording to your Majeſty's Example, they ex- 
poſe their Lives at the Head of their Armies, 
or the good of their State; fo Subjects give a 
Teſtimony of their Valour, when they expoſe 
their Lives for the Service of their Kings.

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Entlemen, it is now a long Time ſince 


Duels have moleſted France, and that 

1 each Man has wiſh'd a Remedy powerful e- 
nough to put a Scop to this Diſorder, ſo com- 
mon at preſent: There is not need of many 
Rea ſons for conceiving a Horror againſt them; 
tho' we had not the Zeal of Chriſtianity, * 
would be enough for us to have ſome Senti- 
ments of Humanity, and not to be abſolute 
Barbarians; to uſe* all our Efforts, that Per- 


| ſons who are well in Health ſhould no longer 
cut their own Throats, and that thoſe who 


have no Quarrel, ſhould no longer | ſacrifice 


themſelves, to pay the Office of a Friend in 


quality of Seconds. It's only in France that 
Men revenge themſelves by the Way of Duel : 


All the other Nations of the World, either 


the moſt ' Generous, the moſt Politick, or 


the moſt Brutiſh, abſolutely , condemn this 
Action, which is a Mania; of the French. If a 


Perſon has receiv'd an Injury, why ſhall he 
farther proſtitute his Life in order to a Satiſ- 
faction? Does not the Perſon; offended fight 
with Arms equal with the Offender ? And does 
he not put himſelf in danger of being Wounds 
ed or Kill'd, or to beg his Life ? Is it not to 
expoſe a Man's felf to 2 greater , in- 
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ſtead of repairing the firſt? We have ſeen, 
within this Age, Edicts, Declarations, and De- 
crees, againſt Duels; they have been put in 
the Number of the Crimes of High Treaſon; 
they have been judg'd fo horrid and deteſta- 
ble, that the Death of the Duelliſts does not 
exempt them from Penalties, nor from Shame. 
To condemn them after a more remarkable 
Manner, two Edits have been publiſh'd on 
two glorions Days; the one, at the Coming 
of the late King, of happy Memory, to the 
Crown, Ammo 1610 and the other at the 
Majority of our preſent King, happily reign- 
ing, Anno 1651. All the Prohibitions and 
Penalties have been hitherto to no Purpoſe, 
and it ſeems that ſince the Prohibitions have

Effects of the Deſign, which ought to be com- 
mon bet wixt us: We do it at preſent, and we 


pray you, Gentlemen, to inform us of all the 
Dueis which have been committed in your 
Town and the Neighbourhood ſince the Month 
of September, 1651; and to continue your In- 
formations for the future, if any ſhall be com- 
mitted henceforward, and to ſet down: the Per- 
ſons, the Conditions, and the Eſtates of thoſe

either of the Peaſants or Nobility, of the Sol- 
diery, and even of Serving: men, as well as of 


Gentlemen, and of all others who make Pro- 


feſſion of Arms, but will revenge his Quarrel, 
or give a Teſtimony of his Valour by a, Duel: 
We muſt try to undeceive this falſe: Generoſity, 
to overcome all the Difficulties, - to be ob- 
ſtately reſolv d in ſo Pious and ſo Holy an 
Enterpriſe, and to ſtand firm againſt all ſorts 
of Prayers and Conſiderations: We promiſe 
you, Gentlemen, our Cares and Pains, and to 
ſollicit fer all, the King, Court, and all thoſe 
who have a lawful Authority to Command, 
Prohibit, and Puniſh: We promiſe you an 
Aſſiduouſneſs without Remithon, an inflexible 
Vigour, and that entire Correſpondence, which 
we ask alſo of you; for the better upholding 
us in it, it is good for us all to be known: 
We entreat you, Gentlemen, that when you 
ſhall do us the Honour to write to us, you 
will ſignify to us by your Letters, or by a 
particular Memoir, the Names, Qualities, and 
the Number of yeur Body; Whether your Go- 
vernment be perpetual, or for a Time; When, 
how, and by whom the Charges are made in 
it; if the Church, the Magiſtrates, or other 
Officers have Part in it, either of Neceſſity, 
or Choice; Whether there are Bodies or Com- 
monalties under which they are; Or whether 
there be an entire Liberty of chuſing all forts 
of Perſons, and of all ſorts of Profeſſions: To 
ſend us Word alſo what Order you will keep in 
this Matter, and to whom of your Company 
ve muſt addreſs us, or whether we ſhall con- 
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tinue to write to your entire Body. We would 
not draw any Thing from you, but what you 
may know of us. After having given you to 
underſtand what we have reſolvd, and begun 
to execute, whereof we ſend you ſome Ex- 
tracts, we inform you of our Government: It 
is at preſent compos d of Sixteen Perſons: 
The Lord firſt Preſident of the Parliament is 
always the Chief: We have always had the 
Happineſs to have a Head greatly affected to 
the Body of Governours. The Lord firſt 
Preſident de Bellieure, lately deceas d, whom 
no one can enough lament, nor praiſe, has 
given very powerful Teſtimonies by his Pre- 
Nee teach the Body, by his Counſels at Home, 
and by his Reputation on all Occaſions: He 
confirm'd them the Day before his Deceaſe, 
by the rich Preſent he made to the Poor of 


dents of the Chamber of Accompts, and of the 
Court of Aids. There are beſide the Lords of 
the Sovereign Companies in the Number of the 
others, which are nominated by the Company, 
according as there is a vacant Place by Death. 
We are all ſworn in the Great Chamber; and 
tho our Employ be during Life, it may be 
faid with Truth, that each Man is very zealons 
of employing there all his Time and his Care. 
We ſend you the Liſt of thoſe who compoſe the 
Body of Judicature. We have a Receiver and 
a Regiſter. The uſual great Number of the 
Diſeas'd, of Perſons, and of Things — 
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for the Subſiſtance and Maintenance of the Ho- 
ſpital of Faris, obliges us to have a great many 


Officers and Domeſticks It is true, the Re- 
venue is conſiderable; but we owe it to the 
particular Bleſſing of Heaven, that tho the 
Disburſements exceed the Revenue above a 
Hundred Thouſand Livres each Lear, which 
is a Truth not known to every one, but ve- 


z we daily acknowledge Sorts of Mira- 
cles, both in its Government, and in extra- 
ordinary Favours. Behold, Gentlemen, the 


Account we give you, both very punctual and 


very ſincere; we hope from you that you will 


give us a Light of your Government as true 
and faithful. We beg the Grace that we may 
have all a Reſolution and Strength in an Oc: 
caſion ſo laudable, as that of hindring Duels, 


whereby we may ſerve God and the King, 


the Publick and our Neighbour. We ſhould 
ſerve at the ſame time thoſe who would deſtroy 
themſelves, having an Intention to Fight: We 
pray them to reflect on themſelves, and not to 
put themſelves in a Condition that we may 
have a Right to ask for the Poor the Poſſeſſion 
of their Eſtates: We pray them to conſider 
how fayourahle the Poor are, and that they ſhall 
be well grounded to make this Demand of their 
Eſtates on the Account of the King's Decla- 
ration: And if they are not concernd for 
being indebted to God, to the King, and to 
the Publick, let them be concern'd at leaſt, be- 
cauſe they are indebted to their Perſons, to 
their Honour, and to their Salvation; to their 
Wives, if they are married; to their Children, 
if they are Fathers; and to their Houſe, if 
| og they 
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they are generous and reaſonable: Let them ſuf- 
fer themſelves to be convinc'd by a Truth which 
ſeems to be out of doubt, that it is glorious to 
. ſerve his Prince in the Army, but that it is 
ſhameful to periſh by fingle Combats, as Duels 
are. If a Man will expoſe hiiſelf to die with his 
Arms in his Hand, it ought-to be for the Ser- 
vice of the King and Kingdom, and not for a 
Quarrel or for a Paſſion. What Miſchief, and 
what Horror, for a Man to render himſelf in a 
Moment unhappy , and miſerable! When there 
is queſtion of the leaſt important Affair in a 
Family, where there may be a Concern of 
Fortune, Relations are gather'd together, 


Things are propos'd and deliberated of. When 


there is a queſtion of Health, as of the leaſt In- 
diſpoſition of Body, Recourſe is made to the 
Advice of Phyſicians, and Perſons apply them- 
{elves to the Search of all Remedies for getting 
Relief. When. there is queſtion of a Point of 
Conſcience, Men apply themſelves to their 
Directors: And in this Occaſion, where the 
Whole Loſs of Fortune, Life, and Salvation is 
concern d, all is left to Hazard without delibe- 
rating; all is left at Random, without making 
. any Propoſition; and Men withdraw themſelves 


privately from all the World, leſt they be di- 


verted from loſing in an Inſtant all that may 


loſe for ever a Man and a Chriſtian. Repre- 
ſent to your ſelves, Gentlemen, a Man in a 
State of Fighting, in which State he is in the 
Action of a Duel, and his State after the Duel; 
this Courage, in which he ſo much glories, is but 
the Appearance of a Generoſity, and the true Ef- 
fect of a criminal Cowardice, as not being able 
to ſuffer a Contempt, an Injury, or a Word; and 
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refuſing to uſe the Ways which the King pre: 


ſccibes for a Reparation. He cauſes a Challenge 
to be given; he goes to the Place appointed; he 


that receives the Challenge goes there alſo. Both 
contemn their Lives and the King's Edicts; the 


one, becauſe he believes himſelf offended, and 
the other, becauſe he imagines his Honour is 
concern'd not to refuſe a Challenge. Nay; 
there is ſometimes ſo much Imprudence in it, 
that Men proſtitute themſelves without there 
being any Injury or ill Deſign in Word or 


Deed; And mean while he that thinks himſelf 


offended, forgets all, not ſo much for drawing 
thence a Satisfaction, which would ſtill be a 
Thing unjuſt, as for running upon Danger, 


which is the laſt of all Extremities; and in 


which he engages his Friend, who was not cor 
cern'd, which is the chief of all Follies. They 
will all do an Action of Prudence and Secreſy 
by withdrawing themſelves privily from. all 
the World, to fight, that they may neither 
have Relief nor Witneſſes: So that if the Act 
of Duelling be glorious, there is no Man who 


can give a faithful Teſtimony of it; and they 


take no Witneſſes, -becauſe, it is a Shame to 


fight. It is not enough to comnit a ſhameful 


Action, they are beſide depriv'd of all kinds 
of Aſſiſtances at a Time in which there may 
be moſt Need. As they abandon God, their 
Family, and themſelves, they will be aban- 
don'd by all Men. If they diveſt themſelves of 
their Cloaths, it's a Sign that they depoſe all 
Senſe ; and the Shift which is kept on, is the 
Symbol of the fooliſh Vanity which is reſerv'd, 
and which is not depos'd by them but at Death.

of periſhing : For whatſoever happens of it, 
it's always to periſh. The Preparatives for this 
Action are but Inſtruments for Periſning: There 
are carried there but Swords, Daggers, Knives, 
and of late Piſtols, or other Fire Arms. Is it 
not to periſh to be reduc'd to beg Life, when 
you would take it away ? If a Man has the 
Advantage of the Field, by killing his Man, he 
is conſtrain'd to fly, he muſt quit his Houle, his 
Family, his Country. and bis Eſtate, to fave 
himſelf, It is not difficult to imagine the Diſ- 
quiet, Remorſes, Griets, Troubles, and Suffer- 
rings of a Fugitive, Now all Hopes mult be 
Joſt ofobtaining Favour, or Letters, in the Caſe 
of Duels, for any Perſons whatſoever. A Man 
muſt no longer take a Reſolution of Fighting, 
but he maſt make a Reflexion on the Neceſſity 
of Periſhing. It may be ſaid of Periſning, ſince 
that for a Moment of Revenge there remains 
\ but a continual Affliction, and without Hope 
for the reſt of the Life. If a Man dies in the 
Field, it is not to periſh more, ſince that a 
Man cannot periſh more than by Death. And 
ſince that it is not dying as a Man, nor as a 
Chriſtian; it is not dying as a Man, to die a 
violent Death, procur'd by a Man's ſelf, to die 
deſpairing, to die overthrown or deſtroy'd by 
his Enemy, lying along on the Duſt, on the 
Graſs, or on the Dunghil ; to bite the Earth 
and all that is in his Way; to be more con- 
cern'd at his Impotency of executing his Paſſion, 
than of thinking of what ought more nearly 
to touch him; and to vomit forth his Blood 
and Soul at the ſame Time that he vomits 
forth his Anger and his Rage. It is not to 
die as a Chriſtian, not to lament his Sins, and 
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Not to be penitent before he dies. Alas ! haw 
far is a Man remote from that State, when ne 
ſets upon all Things againſt the Commandments 
of God, and againſt the Prohibitions of his 
Prince. Dying in Deſpair, a Man dies in a 
Crime, and it's a double Crime for a Man to 


dye in a Deſign of Revenge. The gaping 


Wounds are not Mouths fer Prayer, nor tor aſk- 
ing Mercy; but only Mouths of Blaſphemies, 
and Breaches for Death, As we make a Pro- 
feſſion of Chriſtianity, can we think without 
Horrour what Eternity this Moment produces! 
The Carcaſs is left on the Earth, and if it be 


taken up, it's only by the Enemy, to hideit, or 


by a Servant, or by the Hand of Juſtice: Ju- 
ſtice muſt be deceiv'd, that the Body may not 
receive a new Ignominy after Death; the 
Church muſt be decerv'd, that it may be bury d 
in holy Ground; the Publick muſt be deceivd, 
if the Poſſeſhon of his Eſtate may be preſerv'd 
to his Children or Relations; finally, the Jud- 
ges and Witneſſes muſt be deceiv'd, that the 
Memory of the Defunct be not condemned. 
But if the Crime be too well known, and the 
Confiſcation be inevitable, Friends muſt be 
ſought to for obtaining of the King the Confiſ- 
cation and the Poſſeſhon of the Eſtates of the 


Living and the Dead, without Gift, Will, or 


any Title of Succeſſion, and without having a- 
ny Obligation either to the Liberality of thoſe 
that poſſeſs'd them, or to the Benefit of the 
Law ; but there muſt be no longer Hope of 
this laſt Comfort, which remain'd to Relations 
The Third of the Eſtates of thoſe who hav_

belongs to the Informers, which it will be en- 
deavour'd that they ſhall keep: As to the o- 
ther Third, it is appointed for the Charge, 
which willin a manner alway conſume it, or at 
leaſt for the greateſt Part. So that theſe are 
Loſſes without Recovery, which each Man 
ought to apprehend, _ tho' the other Puniſh- 
ments were not to be fear d. Excuſe us, Gen- 
tlemen, for that in a Letter we fully point forth 
to you Duels and their Conſequences,  tho' this 
paſſes the Bounds of a Letter; and it's but a 
weak and imperfect Draught of a publick Truth. 
Poſſibly this Enterpriſe may not be wholly 

uſeleſs: It is not enough that a Crime which 
we have to oppoſe be known to us: all the Cir- 
cumſtances a muſt be repreſented, to fortity 
us in our. Deſign ; we ſhall make greater Efforts 
to procure a greater Good, when we ſhall have 
preſent in our Thoughts the Exceſs of the Evil 
which we will hinder. Haply alſo theſe Let- 
ters may fall into the Hands of Perſons who 
may be in a Diſpoſition to do it, and who will 
make a Reflexion on it before they will com- 
mit it: They will think that if they fall into 
this Misfortune, they ſhall have in a manner 
as many Parties or Informers againſt them, as 
there are Governors of Hoſpitals in France, who 
being united in Innocence, Reaſon, and Juſtice, 
will be much more powerful than a particular 
Perſon, or than all the Relations and Friends of 
a guilty Perſon. Think of it well, Gentlemen, 
and let us all think of it. Let us conſider that 
it is to pleaſe God, the King, and the Publick; 
that we ſhall not do a Thing as not appertain- 
ing to our Functions. by hindering a Diſorder, 
which makes many Widows and many Orphans. 
| We 
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We may contribute to the preſerving of a Huſ- 
band to a Wife, of a Father to Children, of 


Children to their Father, of a Relation to his 


Relation, of a Friend to his Friend: We may 
bring it to paſs, that young Gentlemen and 
young Lords may give to the Exerciſes of Ver- 
tue, or at leaſt to vertuous Companies, what 
they employ in the Maintenance of Gladia- 
tors, and in dangerous Solicitations. We ſhall 
participate in the Good which the State and 
particular Perſons. will receive by it. We may 
by this means merit in this World, and receive 
in the other a Recompence. We are all con- 
vinc d of the Diforder and of the Good.

tents of the foregoing Articles, and by our 
ſolicitous Search of the Means that are eſteem'd 
the moſt proper for ſtifling Quarrels in their 
Birth, and laying upon thoſe who offend, the 
Blame and Shame which they deſerve, being 
. nevertheleſs apprehenſive that ſome may ſtill 
be ſo hold as to contravene our Will and Plea- 
ſure fo expreſsly declard, and preſume that 
they have Reaſon to ſeek to revenge them- 
ſelves,

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ſelves, We Will and Command that he, who 
thinking himſelf injur'd, ſhall give a Chal- 
lenge to any Man upon his own Account, 
ſhall for ever forfeit his Right of obtaining 
Satisfaction for the Offence that he may pre- 
tend to have receiv'd, be kept in Priſon for. 
the ſpace of two Years, and condemn'd in a 
Fine to the Hoſpital of the Town next to the 
Place of his Abode, which 1s not to be of leſs 
Value than the half of one Year's Rent of 
his Eſtate, and beſides, that he be ſuſpended. 
from all his Offices, and depriv'd of the Pro- 
fit of them for three Years We permit all 
Judges to heighten the ſaid Penalties, accord- 


ing as the Conditions of the Perſons, the Grounds 


of the Quarrels, as Suits commenc'd, or other 
civil Intereſts, the Prohibitions violated, or Eſ- 
capes made, the Circumſtances of Places and 
Times, ſhall render the Challenge more pu- 
niſnable. And if he that is challeng'd, inſtead 
of refuſing the Challenge, and of giving No- 


tice of it to our Couſins, the Marſhals of 
France, or to the Governors-General of our - 


Provinces, and our Lientenants in the fame, 
or to the Gentlemen deputed, as we do enjoyn 
him to do, go to the Place atlign'd, or attempts 
to do ſa, he be pnniſh'd with the ſame Penal- 
ties of the Challenger. Farthermore it is our 
Pleaſure, that they who ſhall Challenge for a- 
nother. or ſhall accept a Challenge, without 
having inform'd of it before, be puniſh'd with 
the ſame Penalties.

there are ſome who deſerve to be doubly cha* 


ſtiz'd and repreſs'd, as when they attack thoſe 


who are their Benefactors, Superiors, and Lords, 
or Perſons of Command, and rais'd by the 
Quality of their Charges; and eſpecially when 


the Quarrels ariſe for Actions of Obedience, 


to which an inferior Condition, Charge, or 
Employment hath ſubjected them, or tor the 


Corrections which they have undergone by 


their Anthority, who have the Power to im- 
poſe them upon them: Conſidering that there 
is nothing more neceſſary for the maintaining 
of Diſcipline ; eſpecially amongſt thoſe who 


make Profeſſion of Arms, than Reſpe& to- 


wards thoſe who command them: We Will 
and Command, That they who ſhall break 


out into that Exceſs, and more particularly 


they who Challenge their Officers or others, 
who have the Right to command them, ſhall 


be kept in Priſon for the ſpice of four Years, 


depriv'd of the Ex-rciſe of their Charges du- 
ring the ſaid Time, with the Pay and Salary 


due to them, which ſhall be given to the 


Hoſpital general of the next Town. And in 
caſe it be an Inferior againſt his Superior or 
Lord, he ſhall be kept in Priſon during the 
ſaid four Years, and ſhall be condemn'd in a 
Fine, which cannot be leſs than a Year's Rent : 
Expreſly charging our ſaid Confins, the Mar- 
ſhals of France, Governors-General of our Pro- 
vinces, and the Lieutenants- General in the 
ſame, and the Gentlemen deputeq, and eſpeci- 
ally the Generals of our Armies, wherein that 
Diſorder may be more frequent than any 


where elſe, to ſee to the ſevere and exact Exe- 


cution of the preſent Article. And if the ſu- 
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perior Officers or Lords, who have been chal- 


leng'd, receive the Challenge, and put them- 
ſelves in a Condition of ſatisfying the Chal - 
lengers, they ſhall be puniſh'd with the ſame 
Penalties of Impriſonment, Sequeſtration of 
their Charges, and Revenues of the ſame, and 
Fines above ſpecify d, not to be diſpens'd there- 
from, whatever Inſtances and Supplications 
they may make to us for that Effect.

If contrary to the Prohibitions of this our 
preſent Edict, the Challenger and Challeng'd 
do actually Fight, We Will and Ordain, That 
SE. | though 
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though there be none either wounded or kilbd, 
yet they ſhall be proceeded againſt criminally 
and extraordinarily; that they be without 
Pardon puniſh'd with Death; that all their 
Goods, real and perſonal, be confiſcated to us; 
a Third of them applicable to the Hoſpital of 
the Town where the Parliament is, in the Ju- 
riſdiction whereof. the Crime hath heen com- 
mitted, and jointly to the Hoſpital of the 
Royal Seat next to the Place of the Fact ; 
and the two other Thirds, as well for the 
Charges of the Apprehenſion and Execution 
of Juſtice, as to what the Judges ſhall think 
equitable to acjudge to the Wives and Chil- 
dren, if any there be, for their Subſiſtance 
and Entertainment only during their Lives. 
And if the Crime be committed in the Pro- 
vinces where Conſiſcation has no Place, It is 
our Will and Pleaſure, That inſtead of the 
ſaid Confiſcation, a Fine be ſet upon the Goods 
of the Criminals, to the Profit of the ſaid 
Hoſpitals, which is not to be leſs than the 
half of the Goods of the Criminals. We 
Command and Charge our Proctors-General, 
their Subſtitutes, and thoſe who have the Ad- 
miniſtrat ion of the ſaid Hoſpitals, to make 
careful Search and Proſegutions for the ſaid 
Sums and Confiſcations, for the which their 
Action ſhall continue during the Time and 
Space of Twenty Lears, though they ſhould 
even make no Proſecution that might pro- 
rogue it; the which Sums and Confiſcations 
ſhall not be remitted nor diverted, upon any 
Cauſe or Pretext whatſoever. And it one or 
both the Duellers be killd, We Will and 
Command, That the Criminal Proceſs he

thade againſt the Memory of the Dead, as a PT 
ga inſt thoſe who are guilty of Treaſon againſt | 
God and Man; and that their Bodies be de- 
priv'd of Burial, prohibiting all Curates, 
their Vicars, and other Church-Men, to in- 
ter them, or ſuffer them to be interr'd in 
conſecrated Ground: Confiſcating beſides, as 
above, all their Goods real and perſonal. And 
as to the Survivor who hath kill'd, beſides the 
 above-mention'd Confifcation of all his Goods, 
or the Fine amounting to one half of the 
ſame in the Countries where Confiſcation hath 
no Place, he ſhall unpardonably be puniſh'd 
wit! Death, according to the Diſpoſition of 
the Yrdinances.

The Goods of him that hath been kill'd, 
and of the Survivor, ſhall be diſpos'd of by 
the Adminiſtrators of the Hoſpitals, during 
the Proſecution of the Action for Duelling, 


and the Revennes apply'd to the deiraying 
the Coſts of Suit.

Though we hope that our Prohibitions, * 
the Penalties ſo juſtly appointed againſt Duels, 
will keep all our Subjects for the future from 
falling into them; nevertheleſs, if any ſhould 

ſtill be fo raſh, as to dare to contravene our 
Will and Pleaſure, not only in doing them- 
ſelves Juſtice, but beſides in engaging alſo in 
their Quarrels and Reſentments, Seconds, 
Thirds, or a greater Number of Perſons, which 
cannot be done but - by a crafty Cowardice, 
which makes thoſe who are ſenſible of their on 
Weakneſs, 
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Weakneſs, ſeek for the Safety they need, in the 


Skill and Courage of others : We Will, that they 
who ſhall be found guilty of ſo criminal and 
baſe a Contravention of our preſent Edict, be, 
without Remiſſion, puniſh'd with Death, tho' 
no Man ſhould be wounded or hurt in the 
Duels; that all their Goods be confiſcated as 
before; .that they be degraded from Nobility, 
and declar'd Ignoble, uncapable for ever of 
holding any Place, their Arms defac'd, and 
publickly born by the Executioner of high 
Juſtice. We enjoin their Succeſlors to change 
their Arms, and take a new Coat, for which 
they ſhall obtain our Letters for that Effect: 
And in caſe they reſume the ſame Arms, they 
ſhall of new be defac'd, and born by the pub- 
lick Executioner, and they condemn'd in a 
Fine of two Years Rent of their Eſtates ;: one 
Half applicable to the Hoſpital-General of 


the next Town, and the other Half at the 


Pleaſure of the Judges. And ſeeing no Cha- 
ſtiſement can be great enough to punith thoſe 
who engage upon ſo ſlight an Account, and fo 
criminally in the Reſentment of an Affront 


wherein they, have no Concern, . and which 
they ought rather endeavour to adjuſt, for the 


Preſervation and Satisfaction of their Friends, 
than to purſue the Revenge of it, by Ways 


that are as far from true Valour and Courage, 
as they are from Charity and Chriſtian Friend- 


: Thap : It is our Will, That all who fall into the 
Crime of being Seconds, Thirds, or other 
Numbers, he alike puniſh'd with the ſame Pe- 
nalties, which we have appointed for thoſe 
that ſhall employ the.

Foraſmuch as there are ſome of baſe 
Birth, and who have never carry d Arms, 
who are nevertheleſs ſo inſolent as to Chal 
lenge Gentlemen, who, becauſe of the Dif-

| Reaſon, the ſame Perſons, tir up other Gentle- 
men againſt thoſe whom they have challeng d, 
whence ſometimes Murders follow, ſo much the 
more, deteſtable, as that they proceed from an 
abject Cauſe: We Will and Command, that in 
Cafe of ſuch Challenges and Combats, eſpe- 
cially if they be attended with any great 
Wound, or, Death, the ſaid ignoble Fellows 
who ſhall be duly attaint and convicted of 
having cauſed and promoted ſuch Diſorders, 
without, Remiſſion, be hanged ; all their Goods 
moveable, and immeveable confiſcated, two 
Thirds to the Hoſpitals of the Places, or of the 
next adjacent; and the other Third employ d for 
the Charges of the Tryal, for the Maintenance 
of the Widows and Children of the Deceaſed, if 
any there be: With Power beſides to the Judges 
of the ſaid Crimes, to appoint of the Goods 
confiſcated, ſuch Recompence as they ſhall 
think reaſonable to the Informer and other 
Diſcoverers of the ſaid Caſe; to the end that 
in ſo puniſhable a Crime every one may be 
invited to the informing of it. And as to 
the Gentlemen who have ſo fought for un-

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we Will that all who ſhall knowingly car- 
ry Challenges, or attend to the Places of 
Puels or Rencounters, as Lackeys, or other 
Servants, ſhall be whipt and ſtigmatized for 
the firſt Fault; and if they relapſe into the 
Tame Fault, ſent to the Galleys for ever. 
And for thoſe who have been Spectators of a

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And foraſmuch as it hath frequently hap- 
pen'd that for avoiding the Rigour of the Pe- 
nalties by. ſo many Edicts appointed for Duels, 
many have ſought for Occaſions of Ren- 
countering, We Will and Command that they, 
who pretend to have receivd any Offence, 
and have not given Notice of it to the ſaid 
Judges of the Point of Honour, and who {hall 
engage upon Rencounter, or fight ſingly, or in 
an equal State and Number, with alike Arms 
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on each Side, on Foot or on Horſe-back, be 
ſubje& to the ſame Puniſhments as if it had 


been a Duel. And becauſe there have been 


alſo ſome of our Subjects, who having quar- 


relled within our Dominions, and having met 
to fight without them, or upon our Frontiers, 
have thought that by that Means they might 


evade the Effect of our Edicts, We Will that 
all who ſhall do ſo, be purſued criminally, if 
they can be taken; it not, upon Contuma- 
cies ; and that they be condemn'd to the ſame 
Puniſhment, and their Goods confiſcated, as if 
they had contraven'd the preſent Edict with- 
in the Bounds, and not withdrawing out of our 
Provinces; Judging them ſo much the more 
criminal and puniſhable; that the firſt E- 
motions in the Heat and Newneſs of the Of- 
fence can no more excuſe them, and that they
